1. The airfield northeast of Krasny buch (38°55'E/48°8'N), 
Ukrainian SSR, wes abous 2 km square. PWs were rebuilding 
two destroyed hangars. 


2. There was daily flight instruction with about six biplanes, 
A twin-engine commercial plane landed several times a week, 


3. The airfield, about 1) x 2 km, was on a plateau northeast of 
the town. It was bordered by woods on the northeast. ‘the 
landing field was sodded, Buildings and night lighting facili- 
ties were not seen, 


4. ‘the field was occupied by 50 to 70 biplanes with which daily 
training faights in eircles were made over the field.
